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DETAILED ACTION 



The applicant is hereby notified that the classification of the two groups in paper 
3 was inadvertently switched. Group I are device claims and would be classified in 
class 257, subclass 296+, and Group II claims are method claims which would be 
classified in class 438, subclass 243+. However, this does not alter the restriction 
requirement of paper no. 3. 



The reply filed on May 8 , 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): the applicant has not made any 
mention of the second half of the restriction requirement from paper no.3, i.e. the 
species restriction. A full reply to the restriction requirement from paper no. 3 must 
include an election of species.
